CFR 1.78(a)(1) and (a)(2) must be met. Similarly, the fact that 
the corrected Filing Receipt accompanyxncr this decision on 
petition includes the above-noted, prior- filed application should 
hot be construed as meaning that applicant is entitled to the 
claim for benefit of priority to the above -noted, prior- filed 
application noted thereon. Accordingly y the examiner will, in due 
course, consider this benefit claim and determine whether the 
instant application is entitled to the benefit of the earlier 
filing date . 

A corrected Filing Receipt, which includes the priority claim to 
the above-noted, prior-filed nonprovisional application, 
accompanies this decision on petition. 
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Discussion of Petition under 37 CFR 1>183 

MPEP § 603, provides that, " [w] hen an inventor who executed the 
original declaration is refusing or cannot be found to execute a 
required supplemental declaration, it is possible that the 
requirement may be suspended or waived in accordance with 3 7 CFR 
1.183." Therefore, the submission of a petition under 37 CFR
